TO   THE   MODERATOR   AND    MEMBERS   OF 
THE  SYNOD  OF  MISSOURI  OF  THE  PRES- 
BYTERIAN CHURCH,  UNITED 
STATES   OF  AMERICA. 


Dear  Brethren  :  The  friends  and  patrons  of  Mis- 
souri Valley  College  have  great  reason  to  be  thankful 
to  Almighty  God  for  His  favoring  providence  during 
the  eighteen  years  which  have  elapsed  since  her  doors 
were  opened  for  Christian  education  in  September, 
1889.  Next  to  the  opening  year,  the  last,  1906,  has 
been  the  year  of  most  signal  favor.  The  good  year 
just  passed  was  marked  by  the  hearty  benevolences 
of  warm  friends,  which  have  added  buildings  and  en- 
dowment to  the  resources  of  the  college. 

The  Stewart  Chapel  proposition  added  a  central  heat- 
ing plant  and  a  substantial  increase  of  endowment  in 
addition  to  the  handsome  and  commodious  chapel.  The 
amount  realized  under  the  Stewart  proposition  was 
$87,068.97.  Add  to  this  $8,000,  which  was  turned  over 
to  the  college  last  May  by  Mrs.  Louisa  Campbell  as 
executrix  of  her  late  husband,  W.  A.  Campbell,  and  it 
yields  a  total  of  $9S;068.97  added  since  September, 
1905. 

There  were  258  students  enrolled  last  year,  an  in- 
crease of  18  over  the  previous  year.    Among  them  were 
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thirty-four  candidates  for  the  ministry,  twenty-four 
graduated  in  the  academy,  twenty-three  from  the  col- 
lege, and  one  from  the  school  of  music,  making  a  total 
of  forty-eight  graduates  in  all  departments.  The  fac- 
ulty consists  of  twelve  men  and  four  women,  sixteen 
in  all. 

Since  the  founding  of  the  college,  eighteen  years 
ago,  there  have  been  forty-two  himdied  and  nineteen 
students,  and  five  hundred  and  seventy-one  graduates. 
Our  graduates  are  widely  scattered  through  many  lands 
and  occupied  with  many  employments.  Thirty  per 
cent  of  our  college  graduates  have  become  ministers 
and  missionaries. 

Missouri  Valley  College  is  doing  a  good  work  for 
the  church.  The  church,  therefore,  should  know  her 
needs. 

1.  She  needs  increased  endowment.  Another  $ioo,- 
ooo  should  be  added  to  the  income-producing  funds 
of  the  college,  for  two  reasons :  ( i )  Because  the  rate 
of  interest  is  becoming  lower,  and  hence  more  endow- 
ment is  needed  to  keep  up  the  income.  (2)  Because 
the  cost  of  living  is  becomxing  greater,  and  hence  our 
low-paid  professors  need  larger  salaries. 

2.  A  girls'  dormitory  is  very  much  needed.  It 
should  not  require  more  than  twenty-five  thousand 
dollars  to  provide  for  the  present  demand,  but  we  shall 
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be  hampered  until  this  is  done.    We  have  a  good  dor- 
mitory for  boys,  but  no  provision  for  girls. 

3,  It  would  greatly  add  to  the  comfort  and  efficiency 
of  the  college  to  have  a  gymnasium — not  an  expen- 
sive one,  but  one  with  a  modest  equipment,  and  a  small 
endowment  sufficient  to  maintain  an  instructor ;  other- 
wise it  could  be  supported  by  small  fees.  Twenty-five 
thousand  dollars  would  be  sufficient  to  meet  our  needs 
in  a  modest  way. 

Finally,  then,  one  hundred  and  fifty  thousand  dol- 
lars, to  include  the  cost  of  t^vo  modest  buildings,  is 
what  Missouri  Valley  College  needs  now.  In  addition, 
she  needs  the  hearty  good  will  of  all  Presbyterians 
and  a  fair  share  of  their  thoughtfulness,  prayers  and 
small  gifts. 

Your  attention  is  directed  to  the  accompanying  cata- 
logue for  information  concerning  the  membership  of 
the  Board  of  Trustees  and  of  the  Faculty ;  the  attend- 
ance, the  courses  of  study,  etc. 

We  herewith  submit  as  a  part  of  our  report  the  re- 
port of  our  efficient  treasurer,  Geo.  H.  Althouse,  and 
we  request  that  it  be  published  in  the  printed  minutes 
of  Synod.
